Apply 1 to 2 quarts of this product in enough water to make 20 to 200 gallons total spray per acre to control broadleaf weeds
growing in perennial bluegrass, tall fescue, or perennial ryegrass. Do not use on other grass species, such as bentgrass or St.
Augustinegrass, unless injury can be tolerated. Apply from early spring through fall when weeds are actively growing. Broadleaf
weed species germinate at different times. Only emerged weeds present at time of application are controlled. Additional applications
should be made four weeks apart to minimize grass injury.
